ip Federal revenue in the Treasury 
they have felt and are feeling. No busi- 
ness man. however small his enter- 
prise or however large his traffic, but 
las seen the baleful effect on the com- 
munity of anj increasing cash balance 
at Washington. 
They see that Sec- 


reary Gage has discovered a way of 
meeting this evil, and this is enough 
:or them. 


What Seci etary Gage has done as an 


expedient in a time of dire need, Con- 
:ress ought to establish as a settled 
policy. Sixty jears ago President Jack- 
son piecipitated panic by withdrawing 
Government deposits from the£chan- 
nels of trade. An unwise law continued 
what political rancor began. The globe 
around, every State and every corpora- 
tion, or public or private, banks with a 
bank, but the United States Treasury. 
Alone of national treasuries, it locks 
in a vault the currency it withdraws by 
taxation flora the uses of trade. When 
prosperity increases its revenue and 
more currency is needed more is with- 
drawn by the Government from the 
needs of trade. 


When the revenue waa small sixty 


years ago no great harm was done, 
but when a Government collects ?550,- 
000,000 to 5000,000,000 a year, or half 
as much as our railroads take in an- 
nually, the evil becomes momentous, 
magine our great railroad corporations 
locking up the currency that flows in 
at ticket office windows and at freight 
office desks. 
Think of the currency 


famine that would follow. Picture the 
strain on credits. Estimate the with- 
drawal of currency and the cry for 
relief. 


Yet the evil would be less. ftSr rail- 


road receipts are in great shaA checks 
—mere credits, valueless until Banked 
But the Federal Treasury has passing 
nto its hands every working day nigh 
$2,000,000 in currency, coin or bills 
Legal tender only satisfies a Govern- 
ment obligation. The year around the 
strain exists. When currency is need- 
ed, fall and spring, the pressure be 
comes unbearable. 


By statute, customs revenues pass 


direct into the Treasury. Today this is 
less than half. The internal revenue re 
celpts for six months were $152,301,225 
This stream of $1,000.000 daily can be 
paid into banks in transit to the Treas- 
ury. Secretary Gage proposes to keep 
It there. 
Instantly this has brough 


relief. The direct relief is great. The 
indirect relief is greater. This growing 
Treasury balance affects the mind ant 
Imagination of men more than Its mere 
size warrants. Any contraction of cur 
rency contracts credits, and contract 
ing credits means first a check to pros 
perity and next the open door to peril 
panic and ruin. 


But Secretary Gage's use of the lega 


power conferred on him by statute at 
fecta only half the Government re 
celpts. All should stay In the banks. 
Congress ought to extend to all reve 
noes the disposition now made of re 
ceipts ffom Internal taxation. 
Bonds 


should'die required, as now, but th 
deposits might safely be not 90 pe 
cent ot the par of bonds but 90 per 
cent of1 the market price. 
All safe 


guards and precautions possible shoul 
be adopted. State and city treasuries 
get interest from like deposits secured 
by bonds. SO should the Federal Treas 
ury. 
But this 
IB beyond Secretary 


Gage's power. Congress and Congres 
alone can matce this addition to the 
revenue by requiring Interest on these 
deposits.

work of the Home was presented in a 
paper prepared by Mrs. Pearl, which 
as since been published In The Silver 
Iross.

"But the chief Interest of our annual 


report centers In the Home Itself, and 
we note with Interest that! the number 
who have enjoyed Its privileges 
slightly larger than for several years 
previous, there having been an unusuaF 
number of transient guests. 


'On Jan. 1, '99, there were 15 girls 


and women In the Home. Besides these 
one hundred and nineteen (119) have 
come in the course of the year, making 
one hundred and thirty-four (134) in 
all, an increase of twenty-six (26) over 
the previous year. 


"Of this number, eighteen (18) have 


>een in the Home at two 'or more dif- 
'erent times during the year, while but 
hirteen (13) had been there previous 
:o 1899. The largest number to come 
in any one month was twenty-one- (21) 
in September; the smallest'number four 
(4) in May. 
l 


"As is generally known.j the rate of 


joacd is not the same in each case, but 
Is determined by circumstances, and 
It has always been a principle that the 
neediest women have first claim upon 
us. With this in mind, it is interesting 
to find recorded only'twelve who were 
unable to pay anything for food and 
shelter and even of these more than one 
lias paid something later, after obtain- 
ing work. One instance of sturdy in- 
dependence is that of three little girls 
(the eldest of whom was thirteenV fho 
insisted on paying a quarter for 
night's lodging.) 
j 


"There is, of course, an occasional 


case like that of one who boarded else- 
where until her money was exhausted, 
and then came to the Home expecting 
to stay without charge, but such cases 
are the exception and not| the rule. As 
a rule, those who come to us expect, 
and desire, to make some return 
for 


benefits received. 


"The following statistics give some 


idea of the motives that tiring girls to 
the Home. Eight have befen attending 
school or business college, usually for 
a term of-several months each. 


"Seventeen have been {learning or 


practicing some trade, eleven have been 
employed in offices, or as clerks 
In 


stores, while fifteen—a smaller number 
than usual—have come in search of 
work.

"Others have made mistakes In 


trains, many have stopped over for a 
night on the way east or fwest, several 
nave come for treatment of some kind

y; 1, some have been ill or tired and 
cc me for rest, and so we might go on 
bi t none could over the j records for 
the year, we feel sure, without being 
convinced that the King's Daughters 
Home is doing a work which needs to 
be done, and which no other organiza- 
tion In the city is fitted to do. 


"The number actually living at the 


Home, comprising what rwe call 
the 


family, in distinction from transients 
has been smaller than ever before, am 
more subject to change. jJan. 1, 1900 
there were seven In the Home exclusive 
of matron and employes. 'Of these, two 
were there temporarily, leaving five in 
the regular family. 


"The number taking meals has been 
larger than in previous years, averag 
Ing 35 at dinner each day.

Tbe 
Transvaal government was then nego- 
tiating with Portugal for the purchase 
of Delagoa Bay, and Joubert believed 
the deal was about to be closed. While 
he was In the junlted States, England 
got Portugal to; sign a treaty giving it 
first option on the bay whenever Por- 
tugal was ready to sell, thereby put- 
ting at an end jfor the time being any 
poslbillty of the Transvaal acquiring 
the right to this port This treaty, I 
believe, still hqjds good, and since last

Tbe British Consul at Kleff In his re- 


port says- "While Germany is talked 
about as our greatest rival in th1* mar- 
kets of the world, there does not seem 
to be the same attention paid to the 
rapidly developing 
competition of 


America 
The strides America is mak- 


ing are startling!}' apparent In the for- 
eign trade 
Tbe agricultural machin- 


ery trade is practically controlled by 
America, the trade in duplex and other 
steam pumps Is more or less American, 
the introduction of improved machire 
tools is due to America which is now 
reaping the benefit of practical ideit|S 
combined with utility, and now the 
supply of fled steam egines to the for- 
eign markets is being eergenticaliy 
pushed." 


The British Consul at Odessa writes 


' Cycles of English make are held in 
high esteem but are distancer by Amer- 
ican machines. Our cousins across the 
Atlantic can supply good cycles 40 per 
cent cheaper than those o£ English 
make, and can therefore easily under- 
sell the latter 
The reason of this dif- 


ference in price is to be found in the 
fact that the- American bicycles have 
many of those parts cast which in Eng- 
lish machines are turned. The German 
cvcles have a good reputation lor 
dqrabillty, And consequently, though- 
little cheaper than English machines, 
have a fair sale " 


Speaking of the popularity of Amer- 


ican agricultural machinery in Hussit, 
the British Consul General at Odessa 
sa>s: "In reapers and binders Amer- 
ica still enjoys the monopoly of th'3 
market. 
Hand reapers still command 


a ready sale, though they are gradually 
being superseded by self-reapers and 
binders. 
During the past year trade 


in agricultural machinery of English 
make has been fairly brisk and lucrat- 
ive, in spite of a failure of the crops in 
several provinces bordering on tho 
Black Sea. and notwithstanding a rlss 
in prices ranging from 7 to 15 per cent. 
Thjs activity was undoubtedly due to 
the abrogation of the heavy custom.! 
duty on certain agricultural requisites. 
There has been an increased demand 
for portable engines and threshers of 
English make and in this class of ma- 
chines we may hope to hold our against 
foreign rivals" The Consul General 
also quotes the Bbitish Consul at Kietf 
as saying that ."Grass mowers, reapers 
and horse-rake—all of American make 
—found a ready sal*. Horse threshing
